(',. \\ Holmes, of the Koyal Canadi- 
an Air Force, addressed the weekly 
joint nieetlns dt'.ttis McGill and Li.trht 
Aeroplane Clubs which was held yes- 
terday evening in. the Maedonald Phy- 
sics Uuildlns. He explained In detail 
the methods of controlling and flying 
the Dc Hnvilund -Moth Aeroplane. It 
was announced that this was U13 type 
ot plane which the members would 
fly this summer. 

The first thing to learn, empha- 
sized the speaker, was to fly level and 
straight. Then, using the horizon as n 
guiding line; it Is necessary to learn 
tii - flying and gliding angle. 

Mr. Holmes explained some of the 
technical details of flying. The avia- 
tor should cultivate the habit of fly- 
ing a; a. definite angle. By proper con- 
trol the tall and wheels should touch 
the ground in landing. 

Sometimes II is iiecassnry to land 
very quickly on account of an oncom- 
ing squall or snowstorm. This ran best 
be accomplished by spinning. The 
machine conies 011, of a spin of her 
own. The speaker declared t lint it was 
possible, in forced landings especial- 
ly, to get a machine into a field so 
small, that it was impossible to get 
It ouf again. 

The Moth Is about the best bal- 
anced aeroplane In use at present, as 
far as control Is concerned, This type 
of plane \r also very Ugh;. 

The lecturer then spoken on stunt 
flying. A'r acrobatics are not very

National Banking System Ad- 
vocated — Bank Merely 
an Enlarged Pawnsbop 

That jhn Canadian Ranking System

Mr 
analysed the existing f uancial situa- 
tion of, Canada and pointed ou: sev- 
eral necessary practical rc.'orms. as 
Weil as indicating the a I mon In v t- 
ab'o 1 rend towards government con- 
trol or hanks. 

Tiie speaker was introduced by Phi! 
Matthams. secretary of the ciub. In 1 
open'ng, Mr. Woodxwortk conçrat- I 
ulalcd the students of McGill on p ! 
sessins the first distinct Labor club 1 
of any university in 'the country. This, 
he supposed, was due to McGill's c os.' | 
connection .vlth the Oid Country, 
where interest in Uic Labor Party has 
developed very con iiderably in the 
universities. In th's matter, Canada 
remains far behind Knglund, for Can- 
ada only boasts three Lab.v Members 
in her par iument. However, these 
three momber'a each have a bill up be- 
fore the House th's sess'on, only one 
bill being allowed per hand, it may be 
seen thut they are exercising their 
privileges to capacity. 

To illustrate the policy of the party 
the speaker mentionod the nature of 
the three, motions.

Nothing but 
harm will come from failure to follow the custom of this university— to hold 
clean. '.: keen, elections, and to show its displeasure very forcibly of any at- 
tempt a*, "dirty work." 



DANISH ADULT EDUCATION 

DENMARK :s - -.uccly ar.d rightly renowned little country. Its farming 
organization, its public health, and its educational facilities continue 
to excite admirin? commes: from people all over the world. 

E. C. Liridcman. then, in his address at the People's Forum, merely re- 
iterated a unanimous opinion araor.g those who know Denmark, when he 
spoke :r. praise of its c-ducJtior.a! institutes. In his elaboration of this praise, 
ne explain-: d how the aflult schools were carried on. and how the Danish 
people realized the value of education for its own sake rather than as a 
acre capitalistic asset. 

His illustration cf a huge university class where four junior instructors 
were employed to keep the roys and girls in order, was rather extreme. Such 
a condition is by no means common in American universities. But it forms 
an excellent contrast to the system which Denmark holds. 

On this continent we have many unwilling students forced into attend- 
ing by threa-.s of exa.minat!or.s; in Denmark we see many willing students 
learning becausD they v an: to, and using the learning as the end itself, and 
not es a mctins to an end. 

Now in order that such an ideal sys:*m car. work properly, we must have 
one thing, which it a heritage, and that a thirst for knowledge. If our 
universities were only attended by students who thirsted for knowledge, we' 
would need no compulsory lectures, and no examinations. Examinations arc 
indispensable r.ow, however perfect they may be, not because of any neces- 
sary connection they have with learning, but because a certain attitude to- 
wards lettrstxiE hut to be forced down the throats of the unwilling. 

It may be unjust to say that Cer.eda has no class o! adult population 
who are interested in s'-quirmg knowledge and wisdom, a class who look for 
higher things than money -making, '.heap movies and sensational magazines. 
Is there a system of adult education at the disposal of those who arc not 
''students" by vocation? 

All that we have in place ol tie Danish adult colleges are incidental 
visits from world-famous lecturers, soine Lyceum lectures, and some exten- 
sion courses. These are usually popular, but not with the people as a whole. 
Perhaps in Canada we need to croate a public demand for such education, 
assuming 'h"' our people, like those of Denmark, would like to dip into 
higher education. 

If this demand cannot be created by establishing special departments, in 
uniwrsi'ies. •*!.<••:. vt mus' r«-vert fix excellence of the Danish rnlr.d. for 
after all. the people make their system of education; the system of education 
tloçs not make the people.

I take It 
from the tenor of the whole that the 
former is tho statement he bases his 
argument on. 

So far I am entirely lu agreement 
with him. Hut when I find him round- 
ly conilrninlng democracy, socialism 
and the future "World Federation of 
Man" (about the coming of which lie 
Is more optimistic — though ho would 
cull It pessimistic! — that most of us) 
as contributing to this stale of affairs 
1 must part company with his train of 
thought,

The submergonco of the general run 
of people In some organization is a 
thing to be deplored, but. not changed.

man into conformity! Only economic, 
pressure can do that, can prevent a 
man with personality from developing 
his individuality. A man forced under 
dire nocesslty to wosk ten hours a day 
In a factory has not much opportunity 
to exhibit his uniqueness. It is precise- 
ly to get rid of this suppression that 
tho people who arc working for the 
perhaps-possible World Federation of 
Man arc striving. 

When this ideal is realized all men 
with personality will be free to ex- 
pand it in any direction it takes them, 
it will be an era. of individualism re- 
strained only by common-sense. 

This state of affairs should please 
tho writer of the article in question 
were it not. that he appears to belong 
to that small section of thinkers who 
see personality only In their own caste 
and must needs keep down all others 

But how much better It would be If 
only people with brains would try 
construction instead of destruction; 
would help Instead of hinder, would 
make instead of mar; It Is harder, but 
how much nobler!

(Spec'al Interview) 

In the midst of a. busy afternoon's 
coaching, Urbain Molmans, mentor of 
the McO'.ll Kowlng Club, was called 
upon at a Into hour yesterday by your 
correspondent, who was guided there 
by the sight of so many busy nth'etcs. 

Tho rowing room was In Its usual 
disordered state, and a number of 
men were working on the machines. 
Several of the laces wcro familiar, anu 
the coach was asked whether all these 
men turned out regularly. 

"Regularity In training is not one 
of McG Ill's vices, as can bo seen from 
the results in different sports this 
year, "began tho coach," and a great 
many men have entered the club with 
tho hope that they could get away 
with sis little real work in the Rowing 
Club, and still have a chance to 
make u crew. Yes, I have a few reg- 
ular and conscientious men, and prac- 
tically everyone of them is surer now 
than muny of the veterans of the club, 
of filling a berth next summer. 

"One of our big troubles this year 
is that the Dominion championships 
arc being held the first week In July. 
This means that we will have barely 
more than a month on the water. There 
is only one course open for inc. 1 shall 
be obliged to put my crews in eights 
as soon as wo get to Lakeside, so that 
the choosing of crows will not take 
place on tho water, a3 in former years, 
but right here on the machines. The 
men who Show the right proportion of 
both style and condition before they 
wlndup training on the machines are 
undoubtedly those who will start out 
In the crews. This makes It «bvlous 
that everyone should work hard, and* 
work all the time." 

The coach went on to state his 
opinion that the McGill crew had a 
good chance of going to tho Olympics. 
He claimed that there was ono club 
whom McGill needed especially to fear, 
and that was Winnipeg. There was at 
least the practical certainty of McGUl 
winning two or three Dominion champ- 
ionships when the Henley comes 
around once more. He would get to- 
gether tho best possible men to 
combat tho Westerners. He bus his 
eye on several newcomers as well as 
some of tho older men. ' Among the 
new men he cited Harry Church, 
formerly of tho Ottawa Rowing Club, 
but who is being trained into the Mc- 
GUl stroke.. He Is learning very rapidly 
and Is in good condition. 

"1 have a few men already chosen 
for crews at the Lakeside," continued 
Mr. Molmans, "and of thesi- most are 
old men. Tho men who are now In 
view are chosen because of their re- 
gularity and their condition at the 
present time, und because they arc 
sure to continue their regular habits;.

And in addition the novel tends 
occasionally to become over-heated and 
requires fresh air.

A discreet use of the method with a 
realization that this psychological 
novel, which is a novel of experience 
rather than of action, must sufficient- 
ly make up for what it foregoes, is es- 
sential if writers arc to utilize psy- 
chology tha: has come with this cen- 
tury, and exhaust what possibilities 
there are in it for artistic use.

because of the basic nature of elec- 
tricity, and ii.s great variety of uses 
both industrial and domestic, it is 
relatively impossible to bring about 
an over-prodtiction of electricity. One 
proviso was added, that the cost nf 
developing the power should not be 
prohibitive; 

J:i three ways, Professor Gofotlii 
submitted how the additional power 
can be absorbed. First, in industry. 
JJe Mild be had worked out carefully 
with rat, experts Hie matter of trnn- 
sportatlon charges between the milling 
centres of Northern Ontario and 
Quebec and the various present and 
prospective centres, for treatment of 
the ores, going as far away as West 
Virginia, and hlcudlUE Sbswinigan 
Palls, Port G I berne and Midland, 
that between half a million and three- 
quarters of a. million dorse power 
would be assumed' by this Industry 
within ten years of development of 
the siie.s of power in the St. J^a.w- 
rençe project, 

Electrification Of R«ilway6 
Secondly, Prof. Goforth said up to 
half a million 'aorse power could be 
absorbed in I he electrification of 
railways. He had dii;cussod the matter 
with railway leaders, and he was of 
the opinion that two factors wero 
involved; one, that the requisite 
density of 20 trains per day on trunk 
lines was obtained, something already

tile four banks mentioned above c n- 
trol over seventy-five per cent, of 
Canadian business and the ninety 
directors control the banks, It may 
be seen how h'ghly centralized the 
financial power In the country has be- 
come. The senators also occupy pos'- 
tions of prominence in the industrial 
sphere and they may veto any bill 
pussed by the Commons which does 
not please them. Thus the moneyed 
aristocracy have their position well 
secured. 

Mr. Woodsworth po uted out that he 
did not in any way blame tho men 
who held the power. Doubtjcss ihe 
great majority of Canadians would 
only bo too willing to fill their places- 
The bankers always claim that the 
Canadian banking system is the most 
perfect in the world. Undoubtedly, 
such is the case from the bankers' 
point, of view, but it does not follow 
that It is so for the general public.

In this re- j 
gurd the speaker quoted Reginald 
McKenna as declar'ng checks '.o be 
money. Banks are In reality, cr'.or.fied 
pawnshops. At a pawnshop one ii al- 
lowed mmey on a watch, at a bank 
one is allowed credit on securities. A 
oan or.ly cx-ists as the borrower' de- 
posit. An extension of cred't is mere- 
ly the creation of new money. 

The speaker went on to point out 
the reasons for the Instability of the 
dollar. Generally speaking, if money is 
doubled in quantity it Is halved In 
value. If money Is plentiful, commod- 
ities are dear and vice versa. Tho gold 
umpply is moderately steady and at 
the present day It does not effect 
seriously the value of money. An in- 
crease in the number of b'lls is eas'ly 
oft'ected and may canne a fall in val- 
ue. The extension of credit is another 
reason for the rise and fall of money. 
This rests entirely with the banks, 
which arc irresponsible institutions, ir. 
that they are not respons'b'.e to the 
public. Thus, private companies con- 
trol tho value of the dollar. 

Mr. Woodsworth then outlined iho 
functions of Kanks.

Banknotes are today back on a gold 
basis after deserting It for a time 
during the war. Despite the'r belief 
In the gold basis, bankers have not 
boon able to account satisfactorily its 
Inadequacy at that critical period. 
However, all these other considera- 
tion}! shrivel into significance when 
wo consider tho fact that ninety-Six 
per cent of the business today Is done 
by checks.
